Pentagon manpower planners will be 
given no pause to refresh after comple- 
tion of Congressional action on the mili- 
tary budget for the fiscal year that 
started 1 July. 


Immediately upon enactment of the 
buget bill, work will be accelerated on 
personnel programs for fiscal year 1960. 


It now appears certain that, barring 
untoward international developments, the 
next budget will call for further reduc- 
tions in military manpower. 

This could mean loss of an additional 
Army division—14 are planned for fiscal 
’58—particularly in view of increased re- 
quirements for missile units. 

Further reductions in Air Force man- 
power—its leaders have said that the 
850,000 objective for the current fiscal 
year is below requirements—undoubtedly 
would prevent continued manning of 105 
combat-ready wings. 

The Navy is laying up ships because 
of budget restrictions for fiscal ’58, in- 
cluding an end strength of 630,000. More 
ships would be mothballed if additional 
cuts are made in fleet manpower re- 
sources. 

The law requires a Marine Corps of 
three divisions and three air wings, but 
they will have to be skeletonized, as the 
Army is doing with its Guard and Re-

Retired Pay Question Goes Unanswered 
In Pentagon Position On “Rueger Bill” 


Is the retired pay of members of the 
Armed Forces earned or not? 

This question in the past always has 
been answered by top Pentagon officials 
with a resounding, unhesitating “Yes.” 

Now, the Defense Department is not 
so sure. At least that is the impression 
it left with the Kilday House Armed 
Services Subcommittee during testimony 
on the so-called “Rueger Bill.” 


The proposed legislation is designed 
to protect the pay of retired officers who 
are convicted of criminal offenses by ci- 
vilian courts. 

The Pentagon declined to say whether 
it is for or against the measure, declar- 
ing that the issue is one of “national pol- 
icy” and therefore up to the Congress.

Pentagon Evades Answer On Retired 


From first page— 

R. Blandford, USMCR, says this posi- 
tion is “inconsistent” with the Depart- 
ment’s repeated declarations that retired 
pay is earned. If so, he said, there is no 
reason why a retired officer should be 
placed in any different position than any 
other employee of the Government. 

Earlier, Admiral James L. Holloway, 
jr.. Commander in Chief, Naval Forces, 
Eastern Atlantic and Mediterranean, and 
former Deputy CNO for Personnel, had 
told the Committee he, personally, be- 
lieves military families should be as- 
sured that retired pay will never be 
eliminated as a result of “circumstances 
which may often be entirely outside the 
knowledge and beyond the control of the 
retired person’s wife and children.” 

The Subcommittee apparently agrees. 
It is now in process of re-writing the bill 
to take care of some minor changes, and 
is expected to report the measure to the 
full Committee soon. 

Basically, the bill will provide that re- 
tired officers can be disenrolled if they 
are convicted of criminal offenses and 
sentenced to corifinement, but part or all 
of their retired pay can be paid to their 
families while they are in prison. Upon 
release, the full retired pay of the of- 
fender will be restored. A similar rule 
already governs the payment of pensions 
to veterans. 

Retired officers convicted of crimes 
against the nation (treason, espionage or 
sedition) could have their retired pay 
completely wiped out, as is the case with 
civil employees of the Government. 

A Navy proposal to include language 
in the bill authorizing the disenrollment 
of retired enlisted Regulars was rejected 
by the Subcommittee. 

The Navy witness, Cdr. Homer A. 
Walkup, USNR, Assistant Director and 
Legal Assistant in the Officer Perform- 
ance Division of the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel, cited numerous laws touching 
on disenrollment of members of the 
Armed Forces but was unable to pinpoint 
a specific statute which authorizes the 
disenrollment of retired officers. He said 
the Navy has “construed” the law to 
mean that it has such authority. 

Neither the Army nor Air Force have 
any record of dropping officers from the 
rolls by reason of civil conviction, Com- 
mander Walkup said, and the Navy has 
“been able to find records” of only 11 
such cases, 

The case of former Navy Cdr. Robert 
B. Rueger, first disclosed in THE JOURNAL 
and later widely publicized, resulted in a 
Congressional investigation and proposed 
legislation to straighten out the tangled 
disenrollment procedures. 





Representative Joel T. Broyhill (R-Va) 
appeared before the Kilday Subcommit- 
tee to support the bill. He urged the com- 
mittee to halt the “unfair and unreason- 
able” practice which permits the Gov- 
ernmen to wipe out the retired pay of a 
former officer like Rueger who “gave the 
best years of his life to his Government.” 

Rueger was retired in 1955 after almost 
30 years’ service in the Navy, and the fol- 
lowing year was convicted on a man- 
slaughter charge and sentenced to five 
years in prison. The Navy succeeded in 
getting the President to drop him from 
the retired rolls but, due to an error, con- 
tinued to pay him for several months. 

Later paroled, Rueger was advised that 
he would have to pay back $3,777.16. After 
this development was reported in THB 
JOURNAL, the Comptroller General ruled 
that attempts tz collect the money should 
be suspended until Congress had an op- 
portunity to act on the corrective legisla- 
tion introduced by Representative Paul J. 
Kilday (D-Tex). 

During hearings on 2 July, Chairman 
Kilday received further assurance from 
a representative of the Comptroller that 
no effort will be made to collect the over- 
payment until Congress completes ac- 
tion on the bill, whether during the cur- 
rent or next session of Congress. 

If the measure is enacted, as it is now 
expected to be, Rueger would not have 
to pay back the money and would be 
entitled to retroactive pay for the period 
during which his pay has been stopped. 

Outlook for the bill is that it will be 
approved by the House Armed Services 
Committee, passed by the House and 
sent to the Senate this month. What ac- 
tion the Senate will take depends upon 
how much time is left in the current ses- 
sion when the bill is referred to the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee. If no op- 
position develops, the measure could be 
enacted this session. 





Fleet Reservists 


Get Transfer O.K. 


Enlisted members of the Naval Reserve 
and the Marine Corps Reserve will be 
permitted to transfer to the Fleet Re- 
serve and Fleet Marine Corps Reserve 
on the same basis as Regulars under 
the terms of legislation approved by the 
House Armed Services Committee. 


HR 11504 authorizes enlisted career 
Reservists who serve for 20 or more years 
on active duty to transfer, upon their re- 
quest, to the Fleet Reserve or FMCR, 
with retainer pay, and subsequently to 
be retired with retired pay.

Sunes Group Scraps Old Shore-Duty Law 


A 75-year-old law governing shore duty 
for Regular Navy officers is on its way 
out. 

The House Armed Services Committee 
has approved a proposal repealing a re- 
quirement that the Secretary of the Navy 
must determine that the employment of 
officers of the Regular Navy on shore duty 
is required by the public interest. 

Present law, first enacted on 3 March 
1883, prohibits the assignment of certain 
Regular Navy officers to shore duty un- 
less: 

e The shore duty is specifically pro- 
vided for by law (such as assignments of 
officers to duty as chiefs of bureaus or 
assistant bureau chiefs); or 

e@ The Secretary determines that the 
employment of the officer on shore duty 
is required by the public interest and 
his determination to that effect is stated 
in the officer’s orders to shore duty. 





Because of marked changes in the size 
and assignment responsibilities of the 
Navy today, the Armed Services Commit- 
tee said, “it has become manifestly im- 
possible for the Secretary to personally 
review the assignment of each officer to 
a shore billet.”

Hot F-102’s Deploy 
To Frigid Thule 


The Commander of the 64th Air Divi- 
sion (Defense), Col. William A. Tope, has 
announced that the 327th Fighter-Inter- 
ceptor Squadron of George AFB, Calif., 
and their F-102A “Delta Daggers” will re- 
place the 74th Fighter-Interceptor Squad- 
ron with its F-89D interceptors at Thule 
AB, Greenland, this month. 

These supersonic fighter-interceptors 
will be the first Century Series aircraft 
based north of the Arctic Circle. 

Colonel Tope said: “With the arrival 
of the F-102A’s, our interception and de- 
struction capabilities will be greatly in- 
creased, providing even better defense to 
Greenland and the North American con- 
tinent.” 

The F-102A cruises beyond the speed of 
sound and at altitudes above 50,000 feet. 
Its standard armament consists of “Fal- 
con” guided missiles and 2.75 aerial rock- 
ets. These weapons are mounted on the 
inside of two bomb bay type doors. When 
the firing sequence occurs, in less than 
seven-tenths of a second the doors open, 
the rockets are released and the doors 
close again. At no time is there any loss 
of speed or directional control. 

The 74th Fighter-Interceptor Squadron 
at Thule will be inactivated when the 
327th Fighter-Interceptor Squadron fully 
assumes the air defense mission. The F- 
89D’s will be returned to the U. S.

Reorganization Bill: What Next? 


The long, word-scarred weeks of proposal and counter-proposal, at- 
tack and counter-attack on the perplexing problem of how best to or- 
ganize the Armed Forces of the United States to assure “safety and 
solvency” are coming to a conclusion. Just as was the case with the then 
controversial National Security Act of 1947, the 1958 Reorganization 
Bill will reflect the historic capability of compromise between varying 
viewpoints. A large measure of our Nation’s strength and greatness can 
be attributed to the willingness of opposing sides finally to resolve their 
differences and reach workable accord. 


THE JOURNAL has insisted from the outset that in such a critical mat- 
ter as the security of the United States and the safeguarding of the Free 
World, nothing less than full and frank statements of all responsible 
views on Defense Reorganization could be acceptable. Where attempts 
were made to stifle discussion and debate, we did what we could to expose 
them. 


During the past weeks there has been opportunity for full discussion 
on Capitol Hill and in the press. Even when there have been some mis- 
guided efforts to restrict the expression of disagreement in premature 
attempts to achieve unanimity, courageous and dedicated men have in- 
sisted on speaking their piece. 

Surely there have been disappointments on many sides of the com- 
plex issue. Admittedly, regrettable statements have been made. But this 
is no time to dredge up the disagreement and dispute. Properly, this is 
now a part of the past record, or soon will be when Congress completes 
action on the measure. 


Now there is an urgent need to heal the wounds caused by weeks 
of controversy and to set the sights for the future. In our form of gov- 
ernment, with its accent on freedom of participation and individual in- 
tegrity and responsibility, it would be an ominous wonder if such a funda- 
mental concern as national security did not provoke a conflict of ideas in 
which there would be some hurts. 


Resiliency, the ability to snap back and regroup for the attainment 
of vital objectives, is a hallmark of the Fighting Forces of the United 
States. That is precisely what is required now. The Reorganization Bill, 
with its notable advances in strengthening global strategy and command, 
will depend, in the final analysis, for its ultimate realization on an “all 
hands” effort. 


As Chief Executive and Commander-in-Chief of the Armed Forces, 
the President must exert the prime leadership in the day-to-day imple- 
mentation of the Reorganization to assure maximum results. In this re- 
spect, we believe that notwithstanding a basic intent of the Bill to increase 
the authority of the Secretary of Defense, the President should provide 
opportunity for increased direct consultation and discussion at the White 
House level with the Service Secretaries and the Joint Chiefs—all of 
them, not just the Chairman. There has been too little of this contact. 
Certainly, as a commander in the field, General Eisenhower would have 
questioned the leadership of any officer who did not assure frequent and 
direct contact with all echelons of his command. 


Now that he has had time to learn the requirements of his job, Sec- 
retary of Defense McElroy is in a key position to vitalize the inanimate 
lines on the new Defense chart. He needs to be fully informed about all 
activities of the Defense Department, for his responsibility covers the 
entire establishment. Therefore, there can be no excuse for any repetition 
of the Secretary’s apparently calculated decision not to acquaint himself 
with the work done for the JCS by the Wheeler Committee on Defense 
Reorganization. 


Secretary McElroy, his powers increased, can have no excuse for a 
lack of firmness which results in what he has called “too damn much 
foot dragging” at the Pentagon. He has the responsibility and the au- 
thority to see that this is stopped, but it can be stopped only if the Sec- 
retary and his Assistant Secretaries are willing to assume the burden 


of critical decisions and not let pressing matters kick around a myriy 
of committees and ad hoc groups. 

With the conclusion of Congressional action on Defense Reorganiz, 
tion and the approval of the legislation by the President—we belieye 
unthinkable that a bill will not be voted and signed into law before ag 
journment—the time will be at hand to replace the divisiveness of debajd 
with a unified determination to make the new Defense Organization x 
effective and economical as possible. 

The Nation has probed deeply and sometimes painfully the probley 
of how to organize our defense. There has been no need to ask why thi 
had to be done. We are confronted by unprecedented threats and there 
wide recognition that the perils of Communist aggression will not be of 
short duration. Whatever the specifics of their disagreement, all who hayg 
spoken on Defense Reorganization have sought one objective. That ob. 
jective is a defense posture that can deter or, if necessary, defeat thos 
who would destroy freedom. 

No piece of paper can guarantee the high degree of readiness thaj 
is essential for survival. What is required is dedication and devotion y 
the task by civilian and military men and women who cherish the 
dom that permits free discussion when the time is appropriate and x 
quires unequivocal support of national policy decisions once they ay 
made.

SAC’s Alert Concept Hurts For Funds 


In the work that is already going forward on the military budgg 
for the year that starts 1 July 1959, we urge that sharp attention k 
given to a critical problem which confronts the Strategic Air Commani 
While other projects, such as the ICBM’s have been given the highey 
national priority, SAC has been given a vital requirement but has no 
been provided sufficient funds to execute it with optimum effectiveney, 

Specifically, the Alert Concept under which one third of SAC’s strik. 
ing power is maintained in a ready-for-launch status around the clock 
now demands that crews remain on duty 70 hours and more per week 
This is much too long, but SAC Commanders have no alternative in view 
of the fact that budget restrictions limit to 1.6 to 1 the crew-to-aircrafj 
ratio. 

Furthermore, it is the professional military judgment of SAC leader 
that the entire force should be maintained on alert status, which wouli 
increase greatly the need for additional crewmen, all of whom must kk 
highly trained. 

The fiscal ’59 budget will limit to 22 hours per month the flying tim 
for SAC crews, compared with a requirement of 29 hours. 

Until more missile units become a part of the operational inventoy 
of the Services, and long after that, flying crews of SAC will contin 
to pose the basic deterrent to aggression and the most formidable fore 
for retaliation in event of enemy attack. 

We believe that Air Force leaders should state the need for increase 
budget support for SAC’s Alert Concept in forthright statements to th 
American people. If there is one place where there should be no com 
promise with maximum combat effectiveness, certainly that place if 
in the valiant wings of the Strategic Air Command.

Army Promotions 

H On 1 Sept 1956, the JouRNAL carried 
an article which read in part “An Army 
selection board has picked approximate- 
ly 60 Lt. Cols. for advancement to full 
Colonel’s rank under the_ recently 
adopted program designed to move 
‘truly exceptional officers’ up the pro- 
motion ladder ahead of their contem- 
poraries .... These junior officers can 
expect to don eagles before the Lt. Cols. 
still on the recommended list for pro- 
motion to Colonel. The new promotion 
program for junior officers, the Army 
explains, is in consonance with current 
business and industry promotion prac- 
tices which provide a swift boost to the 
top for men who have proven them- 
selves exceptionally well-qualified to 
undertake greater responsibility.” 

On 8 Sept 1956, the JouRNAL published 
the names of 438 Lt. Cols. selected for 
promotion. Sixty of this group were 
below the primary zone of considera- 
tion and, contrary to earlier reports, it 
was announced, “would be promoted 
only after all others on the list have 
been promoted.” 

To date, only 3 of the “truly out- 
standing” officers have been promoted. 
In the meantime the Air Force on 12 
Jan 1957 announced the promotion of 
260 Lt. Cols. effective during the period 
7 Jan through 30 April 1957; announced 
and promoted to colonels permanent 


March 1958 announced the promoti0 
of 307 additional Lt. Cols. effecti 
during March and April 1958. 

It is my understanding that the or 
inal Army promotion list now bears! 
resemblance to the original promulg 
ed in 1956, inasmuch as several hw 
dred Lt. Cols. on the permanent I§ 
and numerous reserve officers ha 
been integrated ahead of those ol 
standing officers originally slated fa 
rapid (now almost 7 years in grade) 2 
vancement.

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Army Emergency Relief Aids 40,000 Annually; Has $9 Million Reserve 


(the following is another in a series 
of special reports on important organ- 
gations which play important roles in 
giding national defense. This article 

prepared by AER officials at the 
request Of the JOURNAL.) 


RMY Emergency Relief (AER) 
was authorized by the Secretary 

of War and incorporated as a perpet- 
yal organization on 5 February 1942, 
uant to the provisions of Title 5 

of Chapter 5 of the Code of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, to collect and hold 
funds to relieve the distress of mem- 
pers of the Army and their depend- 


ents. . 

Under the by-laws of AER, the 
Chief of Staff of the Army is Chair- 
man of the Board of Governors, which 
consists of all major commanders, 
poth in Continental United States 
and overseas. The affairs of AER are 
administered by the Director under 
policies established by the Board of 
Managers as contained in AR 910-10. 
The Board of Managers consists of 
the President, the Director, the Treas- 
uer and nine other members of 
which three are elected each year by 
the membership. 

The membership consists of the 
commanders of all commands with 
AER branches and/or sections and in 
addition, all members of the Board of 
Governors and the Board of Manag- 


ers. 
Headquarters, AER, is located in 
the Department of the Army, Wash- 
ington, D. C, 
The underlying purpose of AER is 
to promote and strengthen morale by 


relieving the distress of members of 
the Army and their dependents, AER 
policies, accordingly, are made inten- 
tionally broad so as not to hamper 
or restrict the Director, AER, or a 
commander in assisting any type of 
case in which it is considered the best 
interests of rhorale or of the Army 
would be served. Emergent need is 
the controlling factor. Accordingly, 
assistance is normally provided the 
following types of cases: 


Nonreceipt of pay, allotment or al- 
lowances. 

Loss of pay or other personal funds. 

Emergency medical, dental and hos- 
pital expenses. 

Funeral expenses for dependents 
not to exceed $500, which includes 
transportation costs and purchase of 
grave site when involved. 

Travel expenses due to leave of an 
emergency nature and emergency 
transportation of dependents to in- 
clude expenses involved in meeting 
authorized port calls. 

Payment of initial rent or payment 
to prevent eviction, p 

Privation of dependents due to 
emergencies involving situations not 
covered above. 

Confidential (Intended to cover 
only those cases which if handled 
otherwise might be embarrassing to 
the individual or command, or would 
reveal security information.). 


Assistance is rendered either as a 
loan without interest repayable in 
small monthly installments; as a 
grant if repayment would cause un- 
due hardship; or as a combination of 


a loan and grant. Assistance to de- 
pendents of Army personnel dying 
while on active duty is invariably 
made as an outright grant. If at any 
time repayment of a loan is causing 
undue hardship, the unpaid balance 
is declared uncollectible, 


$4.5 Million Annual Aid 


AER disburses approximately $4.5 
million annually in assisting approxi- 
mately 40,000 members of the Army 
or their dependents, Assistance is 
given only in response to some gen- 
uine need, which arises or is caused 
by exigencies of military service. 

AER operates mainly through its 
many AER Sections established at all 
large posts or major commands both 
in Continental US and _ overseas. 
There are approximately 200 AER Sec- 
tions in operation throughout the 
Army, of which approximately 40% 
are located overseas. Accordingly, 
AER assistance is made immediately 
available to every member of the 
Army or his dependents. If a soldier 
is on duty in a civilian community he 
may either apply to the AER officer 
at the nearest Army installation, or 
apply to the local Red Cross Chapter, 
which will refer his case to headquar- 
ters, AER for consideration and ac- 
tion. 

AER finances its operations mainly 
from three sources, namely, (1) Re- 
payments on loans, (2) Receipts from 
annual fund campaign conducted 
within the Army in which the Army- 
wide goal is approximately $600,000 
for current volume of assistance of 
approximately $4.5 million dollars 


and (3) from income on investments, 
which amounts to approximately 
$290,000 annually. AER attempts to 
live on its income derived from 
sources mentioned above, 

By the long established policy of 
trying to live on its income, AER re- 
serves approximately $9 million raised 
during WWII from appeals to the 
public for use in the event of another 
major war, so that it may never 
again be necessary to seek funds from 
outside the Army,

Top Rank Discrimination 


® As the first step in implementing 
the program to add E-8 and E-9 to the 
Army enlisted grade structure, units 
were recently required to report on 
personnel eligible for E-8. 


The prerequisites cited in the news, 
15 years’ active service, 14 months in 
grade E-7, and 6 months in the position 
of either First Sergeant or Sergeant 
Major, seem reasonable, but an addi- 
tional prerequisite was added which is 
discriminatory against a considerable 
segment of the senior NCOs. This is 
the requirement that 8 years of the 15 
years active service must have been in 
enlisted status. 

This is a direct blow at the many 
former officers who upon relief from 
active duty enlisted or re-enlisted in the 
Regular Army and were given grade 
E-7. This aspect of the matter has so far 
not made its appearance, in any of the 
new releases, and the discrimination 
seems difficult to justify. 

Many excellent career reserve officers 
have already been summarily sepa- 
rated. The privilege of enlistment is 
probably small comfort to them. How- 
ever, the system under which former of- 
ficers were given E-7 was the DA’s own, 
and the Army has been able to buy expe- 
rience and training at bargain rates. The 
present exclusion seems to be not only 
unfair to them but unwise as far as the 
Army is concerned since most of these 
men are the best qualified candidates 
for the top jobs where judgement, de- 
veloped by experience, is the important 


factor. The requirement that an indi- 
vidual must have 8 years in enlisted 
status out of 15 to be eligible for ad- 
vancement to E-8 does the Army a 
great disservice by excluding from eligi- 
bility those with the most experience. 
Surely an ex-major with 13 years as an 
officer is likely to make a better E-8 or 
E-9 than an ex-lieutenant with 7 years 
as an Officer!

Army NCO’s Outranked 


™@ The “Staff Johnnies” and “fair- 
haired boys” of DCS/PERS have done 
it again—this time to the heart and 
soul of the U. S. Army, the Non-Com- 
missioned Officers Corps. Change 5, AR 
335-60, Table I (Superseded), 9 June 
1958 not only compounds the original 
folly of making Army Corporal (E-4) 
junior to Marine Sergeants (E-4), but 
further goes on to reduce in rank the 
NCO grades of E-7, E-6, and E-5 as well. 

Grade for grade, the Army Non-Com- 
missioned Officer is now outranked by 


his counterpart in the USMC, Air 
Force and Navy. 

With the Department of the Army’s 
preoccupation with the almighty dollar 
as the cure-all, Motivation and Prestige 
as factors in the make up of the pro- 
fessional Non-Commissioned Officer 
have been completely overlooked. 

How simple this could all have been 
had the “bright boys” of DCS/PERS 
paid any attention to the four prin- 
ciples of “job satisfaction” used by Gen- 
eral Electric and enunciated in THS 
JOURNAL a couple of years ago by Mr. 
Cordiner. I’d suggest they be repub- 
lished at this time. 

As a Regimental Commander (for the 
third time) I feel impelled to join in the 
outrage over Change 5, AR 335-60, etc., 
currently being so vociferously ex- 
pressed Army-wide by the Non-Commis- 
sioned Officer Corps. Officer ranks, 
cross-service remain the same—why 
not the NCO ranks? Possibly some of- 
ficers with troop background in DCS/- 
PERS could help?

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MARINE COMMANDANT, General Randolph McC. Pate 
was mistaken when he told the Senate Armed Services 
Committee that the Corps suffered the heaviest cutback 
of any of the Armed Forces following WWII. Defense 
Department official figures show that the Army (not 
counting the Army Air Corps) had 10 times more men 
(5,985,699) during its peak WWII strength than it had 
at the beginning of the Korean War (593,167) which 
was its lowest post-war ebb. Top WWII Marine Corps 
strength was 485,113, less than 6 times as many as its 
post-war low of 74,279 on 30 June 1950. 


THE SUBJECT AROSE when Senator Symington (D-Mo) 
cited figures showing that Marine Corps strength was 
12% of that of the Army in 1950 and has now risen to 
21%. The Senator noted that a Marine Air Wing contains 
375 planes—five times as many as an Air Force wing. General Pate 
agreed that the Defense Department has been “generous” with the 
Corps in recent years but said the Marines had been “reduced more 
than any other Service” following WWII. 


REDSTONE ARSENAL, ALA., home of the Army’s Ordnance Missile 
Command, obviously expects to be in business for some time to come. 
The Arsenal has just leased a 40-acre lakeside tract from the TVA 
at Guntersville, Ala., for use as a recreational area. Term of the 
lease: 19 years with an option for renewal. Redstone now has a military 
force of more than 4,500, and about 14,000 civilians. 


TWICE AS MANY MEN will be trained for Air Force missile units 
during the next 12 months as compared with fiscal ’58. The Air Force 
plans to train 4,265 missilemen in the year ending 30 June 1959, a 
jump from the 2,235 in the past year. 


THE ARMY AVIATION CENTER, Ft. Rucker, Ala., already is thinking 
in terms of expanding experimental work with the Aerial Combat 
Reconnaissance Company (The Journal 5 July) to develop com- 
pletely air-mobile combined arms, battle groups or brigades. Big 
question, of course, is whether Army Aviation leaders will be able 
to convince CONARC and Pentagon officials that the substantially in- 
creased expenditures such organizations would require should be pro- 
vided. Aviation needs will be a key problem in working out the fiscal 
’59 Army budget. That’s one reason a special Aviation demonstration 
was staged last week in connection with Project Ammo, the Army’s 
missile mobility showing in Texas and New Mexico. You can expect 
further demonstrations of Army Aviation capabilities in the weeks ahead. 


SHOTS FOR SOLDIERS may be reduced as a result of current Medical 
Service research—a follow-up on the success in combining the 
typhoid vaccine with the diphtheria and tetanus toxoids. One approach 
under study would provide minimal sensitization to a large number 
of vaccines, with booster shots used when actual immunity is needed 
urgently. With the booster shots, immunization could be established 
within a matter of days, rather than two or three weeks. Meantime, 
however, all Army personnel on active duty can look forward to re- 
ceiving influenza vaccine during October. 


MORE THAN HALF A MILLION DOLLARS will be spent by the Air 
Force in fiscal ’59 for fuel for missiles in operational units. That’s 
a small part of the $613 million the Air Force will spend for aircraft, 
fuel and oil. 


MISSILE WARFARE RELIABILITY PROBLEMS are pointed up in 
the current deployment of the Army’s first Redstone group to join 
the Seventh Army in Germany. The unit was deployed after firing 
1 missile. Army Corporal battalions with the Seventh Army must 
return once a year to the White Sands Missile Range, N.M., to fire 
their weapons—4 in a period of 2 weeks. 


THE MANAGER-COACH of the U. S. Boxing Team at the 1956 
Olympics in Melbourne, is headed for duty at West Point. He’s Maj. 
F. Don Miller, who has been Fourth Army Special Services Officer 
at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex. A 155-pound national collegiate champion 
while at the University of Wisconsin, he became chief instructor for 
the Navy and Marine Corps physical training program at his alma 
mater upon graduation in 1943, then later that year joined the Army. 
The campus champion turned soldier won the Silver Star, Bronze Star 
with Cluster and Purple Heart with Cluster.

ITH a history stretching back to 

to within six weeks of the date 
the Army itself was formed, the U.S. 
Army Chaplaincy will commemorate 
its 183d Anniversary 29 July. 

It was on 29 July 1775 that the Sec- 
ond Continental Congress passed a 
resolution stipulating that the pay of 
chaplains in the new Continental 
Army would be $20 a month. Before 
this date there had been chaplains 
serving on an informal basis with the 
various colonial armies, but this was 
the first action officially recognizing 
them as a part of the Army organiza- 
tion. “4 

From the Revolutionary War to the 
Korean Conflict, 279 chaplains gave 
their lives in the battle zone or died 
from wounds, prisoner-of-war con- 
finement, or other causes. 

The administration of the affairs of 
the Army Chaplaincy has increased in 
complexity through the years. To im- 
prove organizational efficiency the 
National Defense Act of 1920 provided 
for the appointment of a Chief of 
Army Chaplains, whose duties were 
to include “investigation into the 
qualifications of candidates for ap- 
pointment of chaplains, and general 
coordination and supervision of the 
work of chaplains.” 

Chaplain (Col.) John T. Axton was 
appointed the first Chief of Army 
Chaplains on 15 July 1920. In the in- 
tervening years eight other senior 
chaplains have served in the Army 
Chaplaincy’s top post. The present 
Chief of Chaplains is Chaplain (Maj. 
Gen.) Patrick J. Ryan, who has served 
in this capacity since 1954. The pres- 
ent Deputy Chief of Chaplains is Chap- 
lain (Brig. Gen.) Frank A. Tobey. 





Army Chaplaincy Will Celebrate 
Its 183d Birthday On 29 July 


Chaplain Ryan supervises the ac- 
tivities of approximately 1100 Army 
chaplains in an organization which op- 
erates on a worldwide scale. 

At most Army posts and stations the 
spiritual care of military dependents— 
the wives and children of servicemen 
—has become an important part of 
the chaplain’s job, Often the military 
parish takes on much of the aspect of 
a church or synagogue in the civilian 
community. 

In addition to regular worship serv- 
ices there are marriages, baptisms, 
Sunday or Sabbath schools, Bible 
classes, youth-group meetings and 
other activities to occupy the time 
and attention of the military clergy- 
man and his congregation. 

But with all his general parish 
duties to perform the Chaplain still 
recognizes the fact that his first obli- 
gation is to the soldier himself. Bar- 
racks and hospital visits, personal 
counseling on problems which arise 
in and out of duty hours, character 
guidance discussions held as part of 
the military training program—these 
are just a few of the ways in which 
the chaplain brings moral and spirit- 
ual guidance to those who are his 
main charge. 

“In this year of our 183d Anniver- 
sary,” Chaplain Ryan declares, “we 
chaplains realize, more than ever, the 
importance of the work with service- 
men in which we are engaged. In this 
time of testing for our country and its 
free institutions we can gauge more 
nearly the true dimensions of our 
task: the moral and spiritual strength- 
ening of our military forces, on which 
depends to a large degree the preser- 
vation of those finest of human values 
which we Americans hold dear.” 








NATO Officers 


Senior military officers of the 15 North 
Atlantic Treaty nations attended the an- 
nual NATO training conference in Paris 
11 July to assign forces for training ex- 
ercises to be held in 1959 and make tenta- 
tive agreements on forces for the 1960 
exercises, 

VAdm. L. S. Sabin, USN, Chief of Staff 
to Admiral Jerauld Wright, USN, NATO’s 
Supreme Allied Commander Atlantic, was 
chairman of the conference, sponsored by 
the NATO Standing Group. 


On 9 July, Vice Admiral Sabin con- 
ducted a preliminary coordinating con- 
ference with major subordinate com- 
manders of the Allied Command Atlantic 
to make detailed arrangements for 1959- 
60 exercises in the North Atlantic. Round 
table discussions were held the next day 
with naval representatives from the 
NATO European and Channel Commands. 


At the 11 July meeting, Army, Navy, 
and Air Force officers from all the NATO 
countries met with NATO commanders’ 
representatives to commit their forces for 
1959 training exercises and to firm up 
schedules. 


were tentatively decided also. 


The Allied Command Atlantic conducts 
naval sea and air exercises in three year 
cycles during which the complexity of 
operations increases. This year consti- 
tutes the first phase of this cycle. In 
February, tentative exercise schedules 
and force requirements for the next two 
years were made at the annual spring 
training conference held at Admiral 
Wright’s headquarters in Norfolk. 


Exercise schedules for 1958 were con- 
firmed last fall. A total of 12 small-scale 
Naval exercises will be hed this year by 
the Allied Command Atlantic. Three of 
them already have been conducted in the 
Atlantic and four more are scheduled 
for July. 

Eight naval exercises are planned by 
the Atlantic Command for 1959 and nine 
are scheduled for 1960. 


Next year a large scale naval control

of shipping exercise (CPX) will be con- 
ducted in September. This NATO-wide 
exercise will be jointly sponsored by the 
Supreme Commanders of the Atlantic 
and Europe and the Channel naval and 
air commanders. No “live” ships or air- 
craft will be used. Also in 1959 the At- 
lantic Command will conduct exercises 
in fleet operations, submarine warfare, 
anti-submarine warfare, mining and mine 
sweeping operations, and convoy escort. 

In 1960, the third year of this training 
cycle will culminate in a large scale fleet, 
air and anti-submarine exercise in the 
Fall. Earlier that year a series of small 
scale naval exercises will be conducted.

Soldiers on the retired list 31 May, 1958 
in pay grades E-5 and E-7 will continue 
to wear the insignia of grade authorized 
for those grades on that date, the Army 
has announced. 

Erlisted personnel in pay grades E-5, 
E-6 and E-7 retired on or after 1 June, 
1958, until further notice, may, at their 
option, wear the insignia of the grade 
they had on their uniform. on 31 May, 
1958 provided at the time of retirement 
they are in an equal pay grade.

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Pentomic Army Still Needs Bread; 


“Revolutionary’ 


The Army has developed an instant 
bread mix which, according to an offi- 
cial Pentagon announcement, “is ex- 
pected to revolutionize present methods 
of supplying armies in the field with 
fresh bread.” 


Research directed by the Quartermas- 
ter Corps has led to a procedure in 
which chemical leavening agents and dry 
flavoring materials are substituted for 
the conventional fermentation process. 


This cuts by 70% the time required to 
produce baked bread. 


The announcement continued as fol- 
lows: i 


“Bread made from the instant mix, 
which is still being tested, will contribute 
to the new Army operations concept of 
dispersion and mobility with reduced 
logistic burdens. 

“The mobile bakery now used by the 
Army in the field can produce enough 
bread to feed 100,000 men when operat- 
ing on a 24-hour basis. It weighs 50 tons, 
requires 250 men to operate and 50 vehi- 
cles to transport men and equipment. 

“The new process is expected to pro- 
vide the basis for designing small mobile

field bakeries which can be attached to 
a combat group of about 2,000 men. It 
would cut about 70% off the four hours 
and fifteen minutes now required to run 
off a batch of 432 loaves of one pound 
each. 

“Because of its universal acceptability, 
a bread-type food is considered to be in- 
dispensable in military rations. During 
peace-time, both in the United States and 
overseas, most bread for military con- 
sumption is obtained from commercial 
bakeries. In combat or field operations, 
the soldier is supplied with crackers, 
canned bread, or with bread baked in an 
Army mobile bakery. Supplying troops 
with canned bread is opposed to current 
objectives of reducing weight, bulk and 
use of critical materials. Nearly one-half 
of the weight of canned bread is in the 
metal container and 35 per cent of the 
product is water. 

“Under current combat concepts, field 
forces would be composed of relatively 
small units, completely mechanized, high- 
ly dispersed, and capable of covering 
large distances rapidly. The present field 
bakery is not designed to supply many 
small and dispersed units.” 





Army’s Revised Guard Reserve Plan 


Will Come Under Repeated Strong 


The Army, which announced and then 
abandoned under fire plans to eliminate 
six National Guard and four Reserve di- 
visions, has come up with a new plan. 

It calls for keeping all 27 National 
Guard and the 23 existing Reserve Divi- 
sions on the rolls. 

But of the Guard total, only 11 divi- 
sions will have the full Pentomic strength 
of five battle groups when they are re- 
organized. 

The other 11 Guard divisions will be 
“skeletonized” to a strength of three bat- 
tle groups. 

The outburst of criticism which fol- 
lowed the Army’s earlier announcement 
of plans to eliminate six Guard divisions 
and maintain 21 at full battle group 
strength will be repeated. 

The Adjutants General Association 
meets in Washington 14-15 July. A 
spokesman for the Association declared: 

“The plan still calls for elimination of 
nearly one-third of the National Guard’s 
organized, trained and equipped units, It 
is very doubtful that the plan in its pres- 
ent form will be acceptable.” 

The National Guard Association noted 
that the three battle group divisions 
would be “bob-tailed” outfits which 
“could not effectively be employed until 
the missing battle groups could be 
scraped up—from where?” 

The Army has been in National Guard 
troubles all year. The difficulties started 
with the release of the President’s budget 
in January. 

It called for a Guard strength of 360,- 
000 instead of the 400,000 for fiscal year 
1958. 

The Governors protested, Guard lead- 
ers sent to Congress for relief, and as a 
result the House voted funds for the 
400,000 man force, 

The Reserve Officers Association has 
protested strongly the cut in Reserve 
strength in the fiscal ’59 budget. 

It is noteworthy that of the 23 Reserve 
divisions, only 10 are fully organized and

the Army explains that six will have a 


higher authorized strength than the 
other four.

The Army National Guard solution 
preserves the 27 Army National Guard 
combat divisions, reaffirms the essential 
importance of non-divisional units in the 
Army National Guard and provides the 
high priority units required by war plans. 
It also represents the maximum number 
of Army National Guard units which will 
be required by the Army for early mo- 
bilization in the event of war and hence 
is the maximum number for which there 
is a justification for peacetime support. 


ARMY RESERVE 

There are 23 existing infantry division 
organizations in the Army Reserve.

Committee Completes Reorganization Hearings; Service Leaders Take Opposing View,

backed the President. 

After listening to arguments for and 
against the House-passed bill and the 
amendments proposed by President 
Eisenhower, Committee members on both 
sides of the fence appeared to be adher- 
ing to the same views which they held 
at the start of the hearings. Chairman 
Richard B. Russell (D-Ga.) told reporters 
he doubted that any amount of testi- 
mony would alter the thinking of the 
Committee members on the major points 
of controversy. 

Only a handful of Committee mem- 
bers appear to be ready to throw all of 
their weight behind the President’s rec- 
ommended changes. They are Senators 
Stuart Symington (D-Mo.), Prescott 
Bush (R-Conn.) and Frank A. Barrett 
(R-Wyo.). Others, principally Senators 
Leverett Saltonstall (R-Mass.), Margaret 
Chase Smith (R-Me.) and Francis Case 
(R-S.D.), may support the President in 
some areas but only attempt to soften 
the House language in other areas. 

A majority of the Committee would 
seem to be ready to support the House 
bill with only minor modifications. 

It is certain that a hot fight will take 
place when the measure comes up for 
Senate floor debate before the end of the 
month. 


Admiral Radford Hits Hard 


Admiral Radford hit hard at the House 
bill. He said some of its provisions seem 
to encourage “separatism and rivalry.” 
He told the Com- 
mittee that, as 
Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, he had 
‘*‘been_ disap- 
pointed with the 
way the Services 
cooperated with 
the Secretary of 
Defense,” and 
that he believes 
it impera- 
tive that the 
Secretary’s au- 
thority be unmis- 
takeable. 

Under the 
present organization, he said, “Tf you try 
to put on too much heat, all of the Serv- 
ices take refuge in the law and you ac- 
tually drive them apart.” 

He said he doubts that there will be 
any “overnight straightening out” of this 
problem under the new legislation, but 
he believes it will help, and “if it doesn’t 
work, then some future Administration 
will have to come back to the Congress 
and ask for more authority.” 

Admiral Radford said the House bill 
“ig a long step in the right direction” 
but he thinks two of its provisions are 
“more restrictive than present law.” One 
of these is the provision which prevents 
the Secretary of Defense from immedi- 
ately transferring, reassigning, abolishing 
or consolidating a major combatant func- 
tion if a member of the Joint Chiefs ob- 
jects. The other provision is the require- 
ment that the Secretary of Defense 
exercise his authority “through” the 
Secretaries of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, Admiral Radford said the latter 
provision “may have a hooker in it.” 

The former JCS Chairman also ob- 
jected to the House provision giving the 
Service Secretaries and Members of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff the right to “ap- 
peal” to Congress. 


He told the Committee, “I have heard 
it said by legal experts that the right 
of appeal would exist without this spe- 
cific provision in the law. Certainly a 
military man who felt strongly enough 
on a particular issue could resign if 
necessary and make the appeal. 


“T call attention, however, to the fact 
that this provision as it now stands in- 
cludes both the Secretaries of the Mili- 
tary Departments and the Members of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff—military men. 
I personally have no objections to the law 
as it applies to the military, but do be- 
lieve it goes too far when it includes the

civilian heads of the Military Depart- 
ments. When it does this, it invites mem- 
bers of the President’s personal political 
family to take issue with him before the 
Congress. I feel, therefore, that this pro- 
vision might well be changed to give the 
right of appeal only to the Military Mem- 
bers of the JCS.” 

Taking an opposite view to that ex- 
pressed by Admiral Radford, Admiral 
Carney told the Committee, “There is a 
practical limit to 
the benefits to 
be reaped by a 
unification 
which actually is 
only a_ greater 
centraliza- 
tion of ponder- 
ous power and 
control.” He said 
some of the Ad- 
ministra- 
tion’s proposals 
“go far beyond 
the requirements 
for sound mili- 
tary control and 
management.” 

The former CNO said the House bill 
“appears to make concessions to Admin- 
istration appeals which will set the stage 
for the very developments which the 
Congress has traditionally opposed.” 

He charged that “there is even in- 
herent in these proposals an entrusting 
of a considerable measure of the imple- 
menting of civilian control to subordi- 
nate deputies, assistants and other em- 
ployees not subject to Senate confirma- 
tion.” 





Adm. Carney Opposes 


Admiral Carney said “the processes 
resulting from these proposals would 
smother healthy discussion and dissent 
in Defense Department councils, and they 
tend to limit the Congress to a single 
source of information and opinion.” 

He told the Committee the proposals 
“add up to a demand for more power 
and less accountability.” 

If the proposed authority to transfer, 
reassign, abolish or consolidate major 
combatant functions is granted, he said, 
“Executive enthusiasm for some particu- 
lar military strategic concept could lead 
to summary and major changes in the 
composition of the Nation’s armed 
strength.” 


Most of the statements concerning the 
desired transfer authority, Admiral Car- 
ney said, “seem to have been negative in 
character—a disavowal of intent to 
merge, abolish, etc. If there is not such 
intent, if no specific change is cited, if 
there are no concrete plans for the use 
of the greater power requested, then a 
plea for broader permissive legislative 
language does not appear to be justified.” 

The former Chief of Naval Operations 
said the enhanced position of the JCS 
Chairman would mean that other JCS 
members “would be reduced to the status 
of glorified consulting staff advisors.” 

He charged that “the Chairman’s in- 
fluence is already far greater than that 
of his JCS colleagues,” and, under the 
new legislation he “will be the single 
Chief of Staff in all but title.” 

The Service Chiefs, Admiral Carney 
said, “pressured to delegate more and 
more authority to a Vice Chief, would 
suffer a serious impairment of their 
roles as Service leaders,” and would 
“wind up with a couple of empty titles.” 

Under questioning by Senator Syming- 
ton, Admiral Carney said: “If civilian 
control is to be extended beyond policy 
direction and is to get into operations,” 
the Pentagon “vice presidents,” their 
deputies and assistants “will penetrate 
down into actual management” of the 
Armed Forces. 

Senator Symington criticized Admiral 
Carney’s statements as “too general.” 
Senator Russell told the Admiral he 
thought the statement was “very well 
thought out.” 


Gen. Spaatz States Views 
General Spaatz, like Admiral Radford, 





supported the President. He said the 
present organ- 
ization of the 
Pentagon leads 
to ‘‘excessive 
waste of men 
and materials,” 
and the House 
Bill does not 
give the Secre- 
tary of Defense 
“adequate ad- 
ministrative con- 
trol “to solve the 
problem.” 

“It is under 
diverse adminis- 
trative controls 
in the past,” he 
said, “that great differences have devel- 
oped in such elemental matters as pay, 
promotion, punishment and rewards, as 
between our several Services. It would 
appear that such discrepancies will con- 
tinue in the future under the bill as now 
drawn up.” 

He told the Committee that the De- 
fense Department “never will be properly 
organized until full administrative au- 
thority is vested in the Secretary of De- 
fense.” He said the Services will continue 
to cling “to traditional weapons systems 
to separately win the next war.” 

The former Air Force Chief of Staff 
indicated that he believes the Secretary 
of Defense should have greater authority 
than is contained in either the House 
Bill or the President’s recommendations. 
As an example, he cited authority to 
punish individual officers of the Services. 


Under the present set-up, General 
Spaatz said, an Air Force colonel could 
refuse to carry out an order of the Sec- 
retary of Defense and if the Secretary 
objected, the Air Force (if the officer was 
following the Air Force “party line’) 
might do nothing more than send him 
out of town for awhile for “rest and 
recuperation.” 

General Spaatz also opposed the House 
provision which specifies that officers as- 
signed to the Joint Staff shall not serve 
on the staff for more than three years. 
He said this “insures that the officers of 
this staff will be under the control of 
their own Services and will tend to ap- 
proach high-level problems on the basis 
of Service instead of National view- 
point.” 

Charging that the House Bill does not 
go “far enough,” General Spaatz said he 
believes the unified commands “should 
be under complete control of the Secre- 
tary of Defense.” He told the Committee 
that the final decision on the Reorganiza- 
tion Plan “should not be decided along 
party lines, either political or military.” 


Army C/S Backs Changes 


General Taylor backed the House bill 
“with the modifications recommended by 
the Department of Defense.” He said he 
has carefully examined the proposed leg- 
islation and concludes that it will “pro- 
vide for the unity in strategic planning 
and in military command which I con- 
sider essential to our national security.” 

The Army Chief of Staff told the Com- 
mittee that the measure establishes a 
clear chain of command to the unified 
and specified combatant commands, in- 
sures the integration of the forces with- 
in such commands, and allows reorgani- 
zation of the present Joint Staff “to en- 
able it to provide the professional assist- 
ance required by the Secretary of De- 
fense and the JCS and to serve as a 
joint command post in case of emer- 
gency.” 

He said the military advantages of the 
legislation “appear to me very great.” 

General Taylor, under questioning, 
said he supports the President’s pro- 
posed “gag rule’ which would erase 
from present law authority permitting 
members of the Joint Chiefs to make 
recommendations to Congress on their 
own initiative. 


General Pate Tells Objections 

General Pate strongly opposed the 
proposed changes in the House-passed 
bill recommended by President Eisen- 
hower, as well as some features of the 
House bill itself.

He cited four principal Objections 
which he previously had raised before 
the House Armed Services Committee 
He said: 

e He is concerned over changes which 
would weaken Congressional contro] 
over the roles and missions of the Sery, 
ices. 

e If his understanding of the term 
“truly unified commands” is correct “th 
result might well be fragmentation of 
our defense effort into as many Armies, 
Navies, Marine Corps and Air Forces as 
we have unified commands.” 

@ He sees nothing wrong with the ICS 
system “as presently constituted” and 
believes it would be “unwise” to jp. 
crease the power of the JCS Chairman, 

@ He is satisfied with the present SYs- 
tem wherein departmental Secretaries 
are included in the chain of command 
This is the Executive Agency syste 
which is not affected by the Reorganin. 
tion legislation but which the President 
has ordered abandoned. 

After recalling his House testimony oy 
these points, General Pate concentrate 
his fire on the proposal to increase the 
Defense Department’s authority to abo. 
ish, transfer, reassign or consolidate ma. 
jor combatant functions. 

He told the Senate Committee, “Cop. 
gressional determination of the basic 
combatant functions of the military 
services is of vital importance to order. 
ly administration of the Defense Depart: 
ment and to the continued existence of 
the Marine Corps.” 

General Pate said critics might claim 
that each of the Services should rely on 
demonstrated military effectiveness, not 
protection by Congress, for its right to 
continue as a vital and useful military 
force, but he said this “is not a practical 
solution.” If basic roles are prescribed in 
law, he told the Committee, the frame 
work of national defense “is not subject 
to erratic and expensive fluctuations’ 
that might otherwise occur, 

The Marine Commandant noted that 
“speed of technological development’ 
has been used as an argument in favor 
of the proposal to grant the Defens 
Department greater control over com 
batant functions, but said this factor 
“actually increases the need for the firm 
foundation which the law now provide. 
He said the present system gives the 
Secretary of Defense “a firm but flexible 
base for an effective organization, 4 
framework which does not requir 
change with each new technological aé- 
vance.” 





Air Force’s Statement 


On Soviet Air Action 


The Air Force on 8 July released th 
following statement concerning the © 
118 transport forced down in Armenia:

“U. S. Air Force officials revealed toda 
that the unarmed U. S. Air Force C-118 trans 
port plane forced down in Soviet Armenil 
June 27th was fired on by two Soviet Mi 
fighters at two different intervals. The nif 
crew members, who were returned to thei 
home station after a flight from Tehera 
reported they were intercepted by the MIG 
and set afire at 15,000 feet.

In 1955, Congress enacted legislation 
uthorizing payment of travel and trans- 
ortation allowances to all members of 
¢ Uniformed Services to a “home of se- 
ection” when retired for physical dis- 
bility, placed upon the Temporary Dis- 
bility Retirement List, or retired for any 
her reason and discharged with sev- 
ance pay immediately following at least 
ght years of continuous active duty. 
The 1955 Act provided that no addi- 
onal amounts could be paid to mem- 
as 8S a result of the Act unless travel 
am the selected home was performed be- 
“mre 29 April 1953 (one year after the 
mination of the National Emergency) 
Within one year after retirement, 
hichever date is later. 
Some members who were retired, dis- 
larged, or placed on the Temporary Dis-

terwise eligible to select a home under 
at Act, could not travel to such a se-

one year following retirement because 





they were either hospitalized or other- 
wise undergoing treatment. 


The new proposal corrects this in- 
equity by providing authority for pay- 
ment of travel and transportation allow- 
ances, including transportation of de- 
pendents and movement of household 
effects, at Government expense, to a home 
of selection to those members who could 
not perform travel to a selected home 
either before 29 April 1953 or within one 
year after retirement, discharge, or 
placement on the Temporary Disability 
Retirement List because they were un- 
dergoing hospitalization or medical treat- 
ment, by extending the period during 
which travel may be performed to one 
year after such period of hospitalization 
or medical treatment.

Proposed Retirement Changes Win O.K. 
Of House Committee; Extend Benefits 


Four proposed laws affecting retired 
members of the Armed Forces have been 
approved by. the House Armed Services 
Committee. 


One measure, already approved by the 
Senate, permits persons receiving retired 
pay on the emergency officers’ retired 
list who served satisfactorily in WWII 
for not less than six months as a com- 
missioned officer of one of the Armed 
Forces in a higher grade than that held 
on the emergency officers’ retired list to 
be advanced to the higher grade and to 
have his retired pay computed on the 
basis of the higher grade. 


Only one person is known to be af- 
fected by the bill, S. 1732, but the legis- 
lation, since it may apply to others not 
yet known, is general in nature, 


The other three proposals all are House 
bills. 


The first is HR 781, which extends the 
benefits of the Reserve Retirement Act to 
those who were members of the Reserve 
prior to 14 August 1945, and later served 
in the Korean conflict. At present, only 
individuals who were members of a Re- 
serve component prior to 15 August 1945 
and who performed active duty during 
WWI or WWII are eligible for Title III 
retirement benefits. 


Because some Reservists who were 
members of the Reserve prior to August 
1945 did not serve in WWI or WWII but 
did later serve in the Korean War, the 
proposal extends to them the retirement 
benefits of Title III of the Army and 
Air Force Vitalization and Retirement 
Equalization Act of 1948. 


The Committee also approved HR 471 
which authorizes a small number of re- 
tired commissioned officers who were ad- 
vanced on the retired list to their highest 
WWI grade under the Act of 21 June 
1930 to. receive retired pay based on the 
pay of the grade to which they were 





advanced. It affects only commissioned 
warrant officers of the Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard who were ad- 
vanced to higher commissioned grades 
on the retired list under the 1930 Act. 
Prior to 1 October 1949, these individuals 
received the retired pay of their com- 
missioned warrant grade. After the effec- 
tive date of the Career Compensation 
Act, 1 October 1949, if they elected to 
compute their retired pay under that Act 
it was necessary for their pay to be based 
upon the highest grade satisfactorily held 
since the pay of the lower commissioned 
grade is in some cases less than the 
commissioned warrant grades, 


As a result, some officers actually re- 
ceived less retired pay than they would 
have been entitled to had they been 
permitted to compute their retired pay 
based upon the grade in which originally 
retired. 


Another measure approved by the 
Committee—HR 7706—entitles members 
of the Army, Navy, Air Force or Marine 
Corps retired after 30 years’ service to 
receive retired pay equal to 75 per cent 
of the monthiy basic pay authorized for 
the highest enlisted, warrant or commis- 
sioned grade in which they served satis- 
factorily during WWI.

tive Congressional support for the vital 
teacher legislation. 

Perhaps, these officials think, they may 
be able to arouse greater interest when 
they reintroduce the overseas school leg- 
islation next January. 

The Pentagon school bill would allow 
salary scales and employment practices 
for the overseas teachers similar to those 
now prevalent in the United States, and 
in many cases identical with those estab- 
lished for the District of Columbia. These 
| teachers are now hired on a regular Civil 
Service basis and, without supplemental 
officials | work, cannot collect salaries for normal 
| vacation periods when school is not in 
session. 

Some improvements in the teachers’ 
situation were put into effect by the Pen- 
tagon earlier in the year. The remainder 
| of the Pentagon’s revised program is con- 
tained in the present legislation. 


Pentagon-sponsored plans for better 
overseas schools for military children are 
dead, at least until 1959. 


This is the disappointed conclusion of 
top officials who developed the new pro- 
gram and saw it through four painful 
months of legislative indifference. 

Introduced in both the House and the 
Senate, the Pentagon bills to provide bet- 
ter teachers and better teaching condi- 
tions in the overseas schools have not 
even reached the hearing stage. They 
have effectively been pigeonholed for this 
session of Congress. 

Privately, many Pentagon 
place much of the blame for Congres- 
sional inaction on a lack of constructive 
support from the Overseas Teachers As- 
sociation. They say that the OTA wasted 
so much of its firepower blasting the De- 
partment of Defense and the military de- 
partments that it could arouse no effec- |

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Supreme Court Denies 
Review Of Retired Case 


The United States Supreme Court has 
denied the government’s petition for cer- 
tiorari to review the decision of the 
United States Court of Claims entered 
last 15 January (see ARMY-NAVY-AIR 
Force JOURNAL 25 Jan. 1958) in the cases 
of Colonels Walter L. Sherfey and E. 
Lewis Field. 

The Court of Claims held that officers 
with World War I service who were re- 
tired, and subsequently recalled to active 
duty, did not, upon their subsequent re- 
lief from that duty, merely revert to re- 
tired status but were “re-retired.” The 
effect of the ruling is to permit such offi- 
cers to compute their retired pay at the 
rate of 75 per cent of the active duty pay 
which they were receiving on the date 
of their re-retirement. 

Back pay was awarded Colonels Sher- 
fey and Field for the six years prior to 
the time they filed their suits. The de- 
cision of the Supreme Court to deny cer- 
tiorari now concludes the action in so 
far as they are concerned and they will 
be paid, and their future retired pay ad- 
justed accordingly. It is not known at 
this time whether or not the Comptroller 
General will elect to follow the principle 
established by the Court, and honor the 
claims of other officers similarly situ- 
ated.

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Navy Says Space-Minded Public Must Be Aroused To Dangers From The Depths 


PUTNIK has come as a great shock 

to the Free World, It threatens to 
overwhelm our imagination with fear 
of destruction from outer space. How- 
ever, as President Eisenhower has ex- 
plained in his Primer on Outer Space, 
there are far more efficient and less ex- 
pensive sources of wholesale devasta- 
tion. 

One such source was lurking beneath 
the oceans surrounding the United 
States decades before Sputnik streaked 
out of the atmosphere and into the 
headlines. Yet one rocket has mobilized 
the fears of the American public more 
efficiently than all the lessons of two 
World Wars, and the obvious implica- 
tions of a third. Ignored in the frantic 
scramble into space, the watery depths 
of the oceans remain almost unknown 
and unexplored. 


The Soviets have great interest in 
these depths. A large proportion of their 
publicized contribution to the Interna- 
tional Geophysical Year is oceanogra- 
phic research. More alarming, the major 
element of their naval forces is a vast 
armada of submarines. 


“Watery Jungle”’ 


These undersea depths offer great 
possibilities to the aggressor. He moves 
in a watery jungle filled with decoys 
and dead ends which serve to confuse 
and frustrate his opponent. And the 
stealth and uncertainty afforded by his 
environment are no less effective in cold 
war. He simply forces his opponent to 
formulate two sets of rules, and further 
burdens him with the uncertainty of 
never knowing when the aggressor is 
sparring politely under the protection 
of International Law or when he may 
suddenly shoot to kill. And if he shoots 
in this day and age whole cities may 
explode. These considerations give to 
undersea warfare and its environment 
a tremendously increased importance in 
the defense of the Free World, 

Until recently, to complete his mis- 
sion, the submarine was forced to close 
naval and merchant ships and fire tor- 
pedoes. Since, in a sense, our shipping 
constituted attractive “bait,” the ASW 
effort could be localized. The damage 
that could be inflicted by the subma- 
rines was small enough that a certain 
amount of attrition could be accepted. 
Success in such a war was measured 
in exchange rate, ratio of ships sunk to 
submarines destroyed. If this ratio was 
acceptable victory could be assured. 
The first attack would not be so deva- 
stating as to ‘preclude acceptance of 
initial losses. This would give time to 
organize the defense, and institute ship- 
ping control. Since the submarine was 
forced to come to our forces, it was 
possible to avoid his concentrations and 
to route shipping so that water and sea 
conditions favored our forces. 


“Herculean Task’? 


Under such conditions it was possible 
to plan our ASW with good prospects 
of success. First, attack bases to destroy 
as many submarines as possible before 
they put to sea. This would also reduce 
the enemy’s ability to sustain his sub- 
marine effort. Second, attack subma- 
rines en route. This could be accom- 
plished by mining channels, establish- 
ing submarine and patrol aircraft 
barriers across transit routes, and 
attacking him with mobile ASW carrier 
groups, Third, destroy his submarines 
in the vicinity of our shipping. This 
effort could be accomplished by our 
escort ferces and A/S carrier groups 
operating in suport of convoys and 
would be aided by shipping control and 
evasive routing. Fourth, destroy sub- 
marines in local waters by coastal 
forces, mining and harbor defense sys- 
tems. 

These plans and forces would still be 
required should hostilities begin. How- 
ever, there has recently been superim- 
posed on these requirements another 
herculean task. The capability of sub- 
merged launching of guided or ballistic 
missiles changes completely the con- 
cepts of antisubmarine warfare. Under 
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Obviously concerned that Antisubmarine Warfare may not recewe the 
budget support that it deems essential, the Navy has made available the spe- 
cial report published herewith. Its release follows the recent creation of Task 
Force Alfa, whose mission is the development of tactics and techniques for de- 
tection and destruction of enemy undersea marauders. 

The Navy says public awareness of the antisubmarine warfare problem 
“must be aroused. ... The monetary investment must be weighed against the 
price of intercepting a submarine launched missile on Main Street, Hometown, 


USA.” 





protection of International Law the 
enemy can take his positions without 
any overt act and perpetrate an initial 
attack so devastating that it could not 
be accepted. No exchange rate would 
be small enough. A city cannot be traded 
for one submarine, or any number of 
submarines. Cities cannot be rerouted. 
The submarine need only achieve a 
point within range of his target to carry 
out his mission. If his attack is launched 
submerged, the submarine need only 
to reveal his presence for an instant. 


The threat is painfully obvious. The 
mission, requirements and plans for hot 
war are the same as they have always 
been, Added now is a mission to find 
and keep under surveillance all enemy 
submarines prior to their reaching po- 
tential missile launching range of our 
coasts. If this can be accomplished, a 
Hot War may never come; if it is not, 
the Soviets can attack at will. 


Our ASW mission, then, assumes 
monumental diplomatic importance. A 
demonstrated ability to place missile- 
armed submarines off the coast of an 
Allied country undetected and unan- 
nounced would allow Moscow an almost 
undeniable ultimatum. To prevent this 
we must demonstrate positively that 
any Soviet submarine making such an 
appearance will be neither undetected 
nor unopposed. To do so, the ASW mis- 
sion of the U. S. Navy and NATO must 
be to establish continuous positive sur- 
veillance over all submarines in all 
ocean areas. The scope of this mission 
is tremendous, its accomplishment diffi- 
cult, and the force requirements great, 
and only adds to our conventional ASW 
wartime requirements. 


ASW Difficulties 


Having set the task, how can it be 
accomplished? Let us consider first the 
difficulties, then the means at our dis- 
posal, and try to determine the action 
needed for accomplishment. 

A large part of ASW difficulties is 
inherent in the environment itself. 
First is the sheer volume (not area) 
which must be brought under surveil- 
lance There are some twelve million 
square miles of ocean surface in the 
lance. There are some twelve million 
North Atlantic alone. To keep even this 
area under surveillance to a depth of a 
thousand feet is a staggering task. The 
second difficulty is the topography of the 
ocean. The ocean floor is practically un- 
explored and offers hiding places to the 
enemy, decoys to the hunter, and re- 
flects and distorts our means of detec- 
tion. A third difficulty is the composition 
of the sea itself. Though man has used 
the oceans for centures, only in the last 
fifty years have we faced a major threat 
to our existence which was capable of 
concealing itself beneath the sea. Only 
in the last 15 years has the submerged 
endurance of the submarine become 
sufficient for it to operate relatively se- 
cure from surface detection systems. 
Now almost daily the submarine goes 
faster, goes deeper, and stays down 
longer. 


“Murky Morass”’ 


With these innovations has come an 
increasing interest in sub-surface char- 
acteristics. We have learned that hidden 
beneath the waves is a murky morass 
of discontinuities to lead our detection 
systems up blind alleys. Peopling it is 
a confusing family of flora and fauna 
that range from microscopic organims 
to giant whales. All seem to unite in 


the effort to frustrate us. Little fish 
form schools to deceive us; large ones 
just act like submarines; and almost 
all of them make characteristically 
weird noises. : 


The “empty, silent” depths of the 
ocean are neither empty nor silent. 
Only now are we beginning to appre- 
ciate the magnitude of the ocean, as 
well as its importance. 


An effective means must be found to 
pierce the protective screen provided 
by the ocean depths. This is the first 
major problem in antisubmarine war- 
fare; “detection.” Many phenomena 
have been discovered in the search for 
an effective detection system. Some can 
be exploited passively, but depend on 
the submarine to produce noise, electric 
or magnetic fields. To find a submarine 
not willing to cooperate thus, we must 
use active detection systems wherein 
a signal originated by the detecting 
equipment induces a detectable re- 
sponse from the target, whether target 
likes it or not. Sound waves are most 
commonly used, but all phenomena re- 
cruited so far, whether sonic, electro- 
magnetic, electrical or magnetic, are 
limited in range, and suffer severe at- 
tenuation in water. 


Pro’s and Con’s of Sound 


We have harnessed available phe- 
nomena in a variety of equipments. 
Best known is SONAR which transmits 
high energy sounds and then listens 
for echoes bounced back from under- 
water objects. Sonar has long been the 
mainstay of the destroyers’ detection 
capability, but today it is also used by 
antisubmarine helicopters and airships. 

Passive sound detection can be uti- 
lized with any of the active sonar sys- 
tems by shutting off the equipment 
noise source and listening for noises 
originating from the target. However, 
we also have equipments designed ex- 
clusively for listening. Antisubmarine 
submarines are fitted with such equip- 
ment. Another application is the sono- 
buoy, an expendable device dropped 
from aircraft, which lowers a hydro- 
phone, raises an antenna and broadcasts 
to the aircraft whatever the hydro- 
phone hears. 

Sound detection systems have certain 
limitations, Their performance is criti- 
cally dependent on the water conditions 
in which they are employed. Since they 
lhey listen to very faint noises or echoes 
from the target, the noise of the ship 
in which they are carried or the noise 
in the ocean itself can mask the re- 
turned echoes, Passive systems must 
depend on the target’s making enough 
noise to be heard above the listener’s 
own noise and above the ocean’s in- 
herent noise. In addition, sonar per- 
formance depends on water density, 
salinity and, most of all, temperature. 
As these factors vary, so does sound 
velocity. Changes in sound velocity pro- 
duce bending of sound rays. Our sound 
beams may be deflected, often missing 
the target completely, particularly if 
the enemy submarine positions itself 
just below a sharp temperature discon- 
tinuity or layer. Such a layer acts like 
a mirror to the sound waves and reflects 
them away from the target. Horizontal 
temperature variations can cause the 
sound rays to hook and slice like a Sun- 
day golfer’s drives. We can measure 
these temperature variations and com- 
pensate for them at a given time or 
place, but a mile away or an hour later 
they may be entirely different. Shipping 











can be rerouted to take advantage of 
more favorable conditions, but relogg, 
ing cities is somewhat less practical, 







Radar Intercept 


Radar has been a valuable detection 
device in the past, particularly whe, 
installed in a search plane. The dete, 
tion range of this equipment combing 
with the speed of the aircraft to giye 
high area coverage. Today the subma. 
rines use intercept equipment that de 
tects the radar before it can detee 
them, thus reducing the effectiveness of 
the system. In addition the submarines 
exposing less of itself above the surfag 
for shorter periods of time. 


Electronic intercept equipment ha; 
been used to detect the submarine jus 
as he uses it to avoid detection, By 
intercepting radio or radar tran. 
missions, bearing lines can be combine 
to fix the submarine’s position, providej 
it cooperates.

rines are a close-mouthed group ani 
seldom provide a signal. 

Our search aircraft carry equipment 
called MAD, designed to detect mag. 
netic anomalies in the earth’s magnetic 
field produced by the presence of 4 
large metallic body, such as a subm 
rine. Knowledge that an underwater 
object is metallic is of considerabk 
value since it eliminates the many 
spurious contacts resulting from ms 
rine life and water turbulence. How. 
ever, it does not eliminate submergei 
wrecks, or metallic deposits or other 
natural and uncharted anomalies, Fu. 
thermore its dection range is small 
This makes MAD most suitable for lo 
calization and classification of a contact 
detected by other means. 

More exotic equipments which utiliz 
other phenomena have been tried orar 
under evaluation, but those previously 
described are the ones that must é 
the job today. 

The capability of any equipment de 
pends to a great degree on the vehicl 
carrying it. Ours move in three me 
diums. On the surface we have the de 
stroyer capable of carrying a variety od 
heavy, space consuming equipments 
and the communications and plotting 
facilities necessary to coordinate th 
actions of additional units. It relies pr: 
marily on sonar for submarine dete 
tion, although radar and _ electronit 
intercept will account for a small per 
centage of its contacts. It can shot 
ahead thrown weapons, homing to 
pedoes and depth charges, all relatively 
short range.

Like other aircraft its principal 
yeapon is the homing torpedo. 


Antisubmarine airships (blimps) are 
noted primarily for their extended en- 
ce and their varied assortment of 
detection equipments. They combine the 
jetection capabilities of both fixed wing 
sircraft and helicopters with radar, 
dectronic intercept, MAD, sonobuoys 
nd towed sonar equipment, all mounted 
man extremely stable platform. The 
towed sonar equipment permits the air- 
ship to maintain continuous sonar con- 
tact with a fast moving target as op- 
to the intermittent contact char- 
acteristic of ‘helicopter dipping sonar 
which must be hoisted clear of the 
water before the helicopter can follow 
a escaping target. 


One antisubmarine vehicle often over- 
joked is the submarine itself. Since it 
operates in the same medium as the 
target submarine, it is constantly aware 
of the sound propagation conditions 
that may be aiding the target. By seek- 
ing the opponent below the thermal 
yer, the ASW submarine gets through 
the enemy’s iron curtain. It can go deep 
eough to escape the effects of surface 
waves on equipment and operator per- 
formance. It can hover silent and mo- 
tionless, providing an excellent platform 
fr its long range passive listening 
equipment. 


However, like any other vehicle, the 
antisubmarine submarine has limita- 
tions. In order to find the quarry, the 
submarine must be deep. In order to 
communicate this information to the 
hunters it must be shallow. To maintain 
the silence essential for effective listen- 
ing, he must not move. Consequently 
to get his information to someone who 
can do something about it, he must 
break off the contact by surfacing to 
communicate, And, of course, he is al- 
ways faced with the nerve-racking 
possibility of being mistaken for the 
enemy by his own forces. 


A final vehicle necessary in antisub- 
marine warfare is the antisubmarine 
aircraft carrier. It is the hub of the 
Hunter Killer Group. It serves as a 
mobile air field and supply base for the 
other antisubmarine units, and also as 
acommand post and communication 
center for the antisubmarine com- 
mander. In addition it has some detec- 
tion capability with its radar and ECM. 

Other vehicles can contribute to anti- 
submarine warfare by attacking enemy 
bases and patrolling coastal waters. 
These are vital missions in a shooting 
war, but in the cola war situation now 
existing, peaceful detection, classifica- 


tion and surveillance by mobile forces 
far at sea are the paramount antisub- 
marine missions. For the same reason 
attack capabilities have not been dis- 
cussed in detail. 


People Make The Difference 


Having outlined the tremendous 
scope of the ASW problem and de- 
scribed the various complex equipments 
presently available, let us consider how 
we can best employ the tools. In any 
field of endeavor equipment alone can 
never assure a winning team. People 
make the difference. The members of 
the team must not only be able to use 
their equipment effectively, but must 
also think along the same lines and 
work together to apply the talents of 
each individual to augmenting the 
strong points of some and minimizing 
the shortcoming of others. 

No one piece of equipment or one type 
of vehicle can solve the ASW problem. 
Teamwork among antisubmarine forces 
marks the professionals, Although every 
member of the team must possess cer- 
tain capabilities for detection, classifi- 
cation, holding and kill, it is only 
through teamwork and coordination 
that the full strength of our combined 
capabilities may be brought to bear. If 
combined strength is required to defeat 
an enemy armed with torpedoes, con- 
sider the vital necessity of coordination 
in meeting a multiple enemy with nu- 
clear missiles. 

What brand of personnel can do this 
job? They do not have to be supermen, 
but they do have to be highly motivated. 
They have to appreciate the seriousness 
of the work that is required of them and 
the responsibility which rests on their 
shoulders, They must be given the op- 
portunity to learn to function as part 
of the team, and then to apply that 
learning to the benefit of the team. 
This requires stability and continuity 
in personnel assignments to assure the 
benefits of cumulative training. If our 
personnel situation is stabilized, our 
training program can be more progres- 
sive, starting with the fundamentals 
and working up to a winning team. This 
can be done without losing sight of the 
urgency of the problem, but at the same 
time not leaping headlong into the prob- 
lem thinking we are more proficient 
than we actually are.

transient submarine to disclose his 
presence. 


Although the tactician can enhance 
the value of available equipment by 
the manner in which he employs it, a 
great deal of improvement in ASW 
equipment capability is urgently re- 
quired. The steps to provide these im- 
provements must be given the highest 
priority. 

Detection must be measured in miles 
rather than thousand of yards, irre- 
spective of water conditions, taking into 
account the increasing depth capability 
of future submarines. Rapid detection 
of the deep diving, almost silent sub- 
marines at long range is the goal. 


Of equal importance is classification. 
Superb detection equipment is wasted 
unless we can immediately determine 
what it detects. The inability to classify 
provides the enemy with a million free 
decoys. Every minute spent chasing 
whales is taken away from submarine 
surveillance. 

We must be able to hold valid con- 
tacts gained. With detection and classi- 
fication accomplished, we must be able 
to prove we can stay with the target 
for weeks if necessary, poised to coun- 
ter instantly any hostile move he makes. 


This may require an appreciable re- 
vision of our present tactical thinking, 
as well as technical improvements in 
our localization equipment. 

One last item: We must have a fire- 
control system for each member of the 
ASW team which is long range, reliable 
and accurate. Our attack capability must 
be instant and devastating. It must 
prove so effective in cold war that it 
serves as a deterrent to a shooting war. 


The conclusions are obvious. In cold 
war the mission of the antisubmarine 
forces must be to detect and keep under 
surveillance all enemy submarines 
within range of all Free World coun- 
tries. In addition we must maintain a 
deterrent capability ready to attack in- 
stantly and effectively should hostilities 
commence. 


Ideally each antisubmarine vehicle 
should have integral ability to detect, 
classify, track and destroy every con- 
tact gained. Such a capability is not in 
sight. For the present we must get the 
maximum from what we have by train- 
ing our personnel to get the most from 
each equipment, and by using the equip- 
ments and vehicles in combination. 


Research Needed 


We must overcome the difficulties 
imposed by the oceans themselves. We 
must initiate a broad program of re- 
search into all aspects of the subma- 
rine’s medium, to discover and use every 
phenomenon available for detection and 
classification of submarines. 

Existing programs of research and 
development to obtain greater capabili- 
ties from the phenomena and equip- 
ment we are now using must be ac- 
celerated and intensified. Engineering 
programs must give us better detection 
and classification equipment as soon as 
possible. The scope of the problem is 
so great that there is no field of sci- 
entific endeavor which could not con- 
tribute to its solution. 


The cards are on the table. If we are 
to preserve the freedom which we take 
for granted, public awareness of the 
staggering problem posed by this new 
threat from the sea must be aroused. 
Ignorance is not bliss. It is a loaded 
gun pointed at our heads. The solution 
cannot be measured by its cost alone. 
The monetary investment must be 
weighed against the price of intercept- 
ing a submarine launched missile on 
Main Street, Hometown, USA.

serve divisions (Page 21) if manpower 
tumbles below 175,000. 

The Army asked for 900,000 men this 
fiscal year. The Marine Corps said its 
requirements call for a 200,000 strength. 


The prospect of new manpower cuts 
was brought out into the open during 
the recent Secretaries Conference at 
Quantico, Va., by Secretary of Defense 
McElroy. 

He said that if defense costs were to 
be held in check, reductions would be 
necessary because of the rising cost of 
weapons. 

The Secretary said that duplicating 
weapon systems would need to be scru- 
tinized. 

Asked about manpower, he expressed 
the hope that it would be possible to 
achieve more firepower per unit of man- 
power and thus permit personnel cuts 
without impairing the ability of the 
Fighting Forces to meet their commit- 
ments. 


The pay legislation which went into 
effect 1 June will play an anomalous role 
in the development of the fiscal ’60 
budget. 

The additional cost of this legislation 
during fiscal 59 will be about $600 mil- 
lion. 

Aside from the pay raise, the cost of 
maintaining military personnel has been 
increasing at a rate of 3-4% each year. 

Historically, when the Pentagon has 
been told to reduce budget expenditures, 
the first item that comes under the axe 
is manpower. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that it will be any different in the 
fiscal ’60 budget, particularly in view of 
Mr. McElroy’s publicly expressed view- 
point on this problem, 


Secretary McElroy will be able to point 
not only to the increasing availability of 
more powerful weapons, but also to the 
increased retention rates of skilled per- 
sonnel as a result of the new pay law 
in calling for new manpower cuts. 

Service chiefs will concede that he has 
a point on both scores, but they will warn 
also that a considerable risk will be in- 
volved in cutting force levels before new 
weapons have proved themselves and be- 
fore the full benefits of the new pay 
system are realized. 


But with defense costs mounting, that 
risk likely will be taken.

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#8 On 28 March ’58 extraction of my 
teeth was started at MacDill AFB, Fla., 
and finished 18 May. Appointment was 
made with the Prosthetic Dental Sur- 
geon for 2 June for making impressions 
and dentures. I reported promptly, but lo 
and behold!! no impressions, hence no 
dentures!! 

After waiting in the reception room 
one hour 2 June, another half-hour in 
the chair he finally made a perfunctory 
examination of gums, then took another 
half-hour to explain how badly “rushed” 
he was in taking care of active duty per- 
sonnel only—those poor, old toothless 
Airmen!!! An educated guess would be 
one in one thousand needed dentures. 

Since the clinic had extracted my teeth 
there would be a waiting period up to six 
months, or until he could get to me for 
taking impressions and making dentures, 
Also, that no other retired personnel 
would even be promised a set of den- 
tures. I ventured to say that I would 
appreciate the dentures because I was 
then teaching in a Vacation Bible 
School, a class of sixteen-year-olds. 
Nevertheless, he _ said _ vindictively,

“Other retired persons want dentures, 
but I am not making them.” 

I went home and back to teaching 
(without pay) and waited until 3 months 
and 11 days from the starting point, 
when health conditions forced me to go 
to a number of civilian dentists seeking 
the cheapest dentures, which were up 
to $450!!—and I am supposed to get den- 
tal and medical service, on a “facilities 
available” basis. 


From the dentist I went to the bank 
for a loan to pay for the dentures with- 
in five days, the loan spread over a year 
plus 8 per cent interest. Now, within 
five days I shall chew again. It is al- 
most unbelievable that an Air Force 
dentist would extract a person’s teeth 
and then renege on giving him a new 
set, regardless of his imaginary “rush.” 
He could resign and not work. 


When I entered the Army in 1912 asa 
$15 a month soldier I was promised not 
only dental and medical care, but all the 
other benefits that active duty person- 
nel had. Following retirement, after be- 
ing in the Regular Army 34 years, I have 





found dental and medical service diffi- 
cult to obtain. The instant my retired 
status was revealed, an excuse was im- 
mediately invented to keep from giving 
the requested service. 

A specific law protecting a person’s 
retired rank and pay, privileges and 
benefits should be sought by all the 
Armed Forces, rather than have us 
toothless, crippled and bedraggled old 
soldiers at the mercy of a few “brilliant 
young men,” begging. 

This royal dental brush-off added to 
the derogatory 6 per cent increase in 
retired pay has caused me to advise my 
young high school son to plan and seek 
a civilian career. Further, in spite of my 
pride in the Army, I would remain si- 
lent rather than advise a strange young 
man to embark on a service career. 


Bitter? No. Disappointed? Yes. It may 
be that I do not have enough shoulder 
hardware, or that my old physiognomy 
doesn’t meet approval, or is it that Iam 
not on duty in the Secretary’s office?

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U.S. Will Loan 
Ships To 18 Nations 


Congress has approved and sent to the 
White House legislation authorizing the 
transfer of 43 major U. S. warships to 
18 friendly foreign countries. 

All of the ships—destroyers, destroyer 
escorts and submarines—will be taken 
from the Reserve Fleet. 

The bill also extends for two years an 
existing loan of a small aircraft carrier, 
Belleau Wood, to France. 

Nineteen of the ships will go to the 
Federal Republic of Germany, Greece, 
Italy, Norway, Spain and Turkey. 

Eighteen vessels will go to Latin 
American countries: Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile, Colombia, Cuba, Ecuador, Peru, 
and Uruguay. 

Four ships will go to the Far Eastern 
area: Japan, Taiwan, and Thailand. 

Two additional ships are set aside for 
emergency loan. 

The Pentagon said the legislation will 
be “very advantageous to the United 
States” by “permitting the deployment of 
these ships to critical areas around the 
world prior to D-Day.” 

Also, it will “serve the additional pur- 
pose of allowing us to disperse part of 
our Reserve Fleet and thus prevent un- 
due concentration of ships in Reserve 
berthing facilities,” the Pentagon said.

tected from being eliminated as an effec- 
tive combat element.” 

General Pate said “Members of the JCS 
wrote as follows, and again I quote: ‘I 
recommend therefore that the size of the 
Marine Corps be limited to small readily 
available and lightly armed units no 
larger than a regiment to protect United 
States interests ashore in foreign coun- 
tries and to provide interior guard of 
naval ships and naval shore establish- 
ments.’ ” 

Senator Stuart Symington (D-Mo.) 
asked who made the statement. General 
Pate said he would have to supply the 
information for the record, The answer, 
submitted later, attributes the quotation 
to the “Commanding General, Army Air 
Forces,’ who was at that time General 
Carl Spaatz. 

General Pate, continuing his testimony 
on the 1947 JCS views said another mem- 
ber of the Joint Chiefs commented “That 
the Marine Corps is maintained solely as 
an adjunct of the fleet and participates 
only in minor shore combat operations 
in which the Navy alone is interested. 

“That it be recognized that the land 
aspect of major amphibious operations 
in the future will be undertaken by the 
Army and consequently the Marine forces 
will not be appreciably expanded in time 
of war. 

“That it be agreed that the Navy will 
Not develop a land army or so-called 
amphibious army, Marine units to be 
limited in size to the equivalent of the 
Tegiment and the total size of the Marine 
Corps therefore limited to some 50 thou- 
sand or 60 thousand men.” 

In answer to questions by Senator 
Symington, the Marine Commandant fur- 
nished information which shows that the 
statement was made by President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, then Army Chief of Staff. 

Continuing his testimony, General Pate 
said “Congress wisely concluded in 1947 
that these were no idle views, and con- 
sequently included in its legislation what 
at the time were thought to be adequate 
Safeguards, 
_ “They preserved to the Marine Corps 
its principal functions of providing, and 
I now quote again, ‘Fleet Marine forces 
of combined arms together with the fleet 
In the seizure or defense of advance na- 
Val bases and for the conduct of such 
land operations as may be essential to 

€ prosecution of a naval campaign.’ 

‘at comes, of course, straight from the 
National Security Act.” 

General Pate added: “Shortly after the 
Passage of the National Security Act the 
hewly established Secretary of Defense 
met with his principal subordinates at 





Key West. From this conference emerged 
the Key West Agreement. One of the 
provisions of this agreement imposed an 
ultimate mobilization ceiling upon the 
Marine Corps of four divisions, an arbi- 
trary limitation which bore no relation- 
ship to mobilization capabilities or re- 
quirements, nor to the fact that the 
recent war had demonstrated an urgent 
need for at least six Marine divisions. 


“The 1478 papers made an indelible 
impression on the Marine Corps, as you 
might imagine, with the result that we 
have always looked with apprehension 
on any proposal which would remove or 
water down the Congressional preroga- 
tive to assign roles and missions of the 
Services. 

“In 1949, for example, there were vari- 
ous proposals which found sufficient 
support wrapped up into a legislative 
package. It was called the Tydings Bill, 
which was introduced in the spring of 
1949. In its original form this bill took 
a long step in the direction of a national 
General Staff. It proposed to create a 
Chairman for the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and to endow him with broad authority. 

“At the same time, there was proposed 
a broadening of the functions of the 
Joint Chiefs and an enlargement of the 
Joint Staff. All these features taken to- 
gether gave rise to widespread charges, 
charges that the Tydings Bill was in- 
tended to lay the groundwork for an 
Armed Forces General Staff and Armed 
Forces Chief of Staff. 

“The Tydings Bill was also criticized 
on the grounds that it empowered the 
Secretary of Defense and top level de- 
fense agencies to transfer roles and mis- 
sions, personnel and appropriations from 
one service to another, and might thus 
avoid the assignment of functions con- 
tained in the Security Act to eliminate 
the Marine Corps and Naval Aviation as 
effective combat forces.” 

“During these hearings,” General Pate 
said, “this ominous but refreshing frank 
exchange occurred: 

“Sen. Saltonstall. At the same time, 
there is no question in your mind but 
that the Secretary of Defense, if that 
provision was struck out, could abolish 
the Marine Corps or make it a part of 
the Army? 

“Sec. Royall. With the President’s 
approval, he could do that, or he could 
make the Army a part of the Marine 
Corps, or he could give additional avia- 
tion functions to the Navy or take them 
away from them.’” 

General Pate continued: “This series 
of hearings further brought to light the 
fact that protection in the form of statu- 
tory roles and missions could be circum-

vented by resort to the power of the 
budget, power of coordination, and pow- 
er of strategic direction of the armed 
forces. 


“It became apparent that a service 
could be reduced in strength by the de- 
vice of writing it out of war plans and 
then cutting the funds available to it 
accordingly, The Joint Chiefs had further 
recommended that the Marine Corps be 
reduced to six battalions and 12 squad- 
rons, even though equipment and per- 
sonnel were available to maintain more 
combat forces and no savings would have 
resulted from this reduction. The result 
was that at the start of the Korean War 
the Marine Corps had been reduced to 
approximately 67,000 men. 

“Congress, impressed by the fact that 
the Inchon landing had highlighted this 
deficiency, took steps to have Marine 
Corps views directly represented on the 
strategic planning level, and in the same 
legislation attempted to insure that the 
technique of the budget and the tech- 
nique of strategic planning could not 
again be used to deactivate a service. It 
provided for a minimum of three Marine 
divisions and three aircraft wings. With 
the passage of Public Law 416, 82d Con- 
gress, in 1952 this became the law. 

“T have discussed here only the most 
recent attempts to abolish or reduce the 
Corps, but there have been many others, 
dating from 1829. And there is a common 
denominator to be found. 

“In reviewing the history of the Ma- 
rine Corps, a rather striking observation 
is that regardless of origin, every pro- 
posal to reduce or abolish the Marine 
Corps has been justified by its proponents 
as a move to eliminate duplications of 
one kind or another within the armed 
forces. 

“Tn 1829, 1864, 1867, 1932, 1946 and 1949 
the Corps was stated to be in duplication 
of the Army. In 1894, ’95, ’97 and 1909 it 
was maintained that Marines aboard 
ship needlessly duplicated the functions 
of seamen, Curiously enough, however, 
it appeared that, whatever these dupli- 
cating functions were, they had to be 
performed by someone. 

“In other words, it may well be ob- 
served that all these proposals to get 
rid of a supposed duplication have been 
aimed not as might appear, at the func- 
tions of the Corps, but rather at the ex- 
istence of the Corps as a separate entity. 
Superficial similarities between the Ma- 
rine Corps and the Navy (in some re- 
spects), or between the Marine Corps 
and the Army (in other respects), or 
between the Marine Corps and the Air 


Force (in still other respects), have thus | 


repeatedly bemused some not too careful

thinkers into accepting as real rather 
than apparent, ‘duplications’ which func- 
tionally do not exist. 

“It is because of this historic tendency 
to permit superficialities to sway judg- 
ment that Congress has continuously 
held to itself the right to determine the 
roles and missions of the various armed 
forces of the United States,” General 
Pate declared.

Manhigh III Will Feature High Level 
Interrogation Of Man In A Balloon 


Lt. Gen. S. E, Anderson, Commander, 
Air Research and Development Com- 
mand, has announced that continuing 
tests with manned balloon flights into 
the upper regions of the stratosphere— 
Project MANHIGH—will be held this 
summer near Crosby, Minn. 

The test will involve the launching of 
a manned balloon that will lift its occu- 
pant to space-equivalent conditions into 
the stratosphere about 100,000 feet above 
the earth, 

The flight will be fully instrumented 
so that medical officers on the ground 
can record the subject’s condition at all 
times. The project is part of ARDC’s Life 
Sciences Research Program headed by 
Brig, Gen. Don Flickinger. 

Last August, Lt. Col. David G. Simons, 
Chief of the ARDC Air Force Missile De- 
velopment Center’s Field Laboratory, 
Holloman AFB, N. M., rose to 102,000 feet 
(20 miles) during a 32-hour flight. The 
test showed that a space-equivalent sit- 
uation was both possible and feasible, It 
also established problem areas man must 
learn more about before attempting his 
initial flight into space, 

Colonel Simons pointed out that Proj- 
ect MANHIGH III will differ widely from 
his own mission. 

“From the second MANHIGH flight, we 
learned what we have to study,” Colo- 
nel Simons said. “Now, we are going 
to study the problems themselves.” 

An elaborate air-ground telemetry sys- 
tem will enable scientists to monitor the 
reactions of the capsule’s occupant dur- 
ing the MANHIGH III flight. 

Reactions to be studied by scientists 
will be broken down into three cate- 
gories — psychological, psychophysiolog- 
ical, and physiological. 

In determining psychological reaction, 
Capt. George Ruff, psychiatrist at 
ARDC’s Wright Air Development Center, 
Dayton, Ohio, will periodically interro- 
gate the subject as to his own opinion of 
his condition. Captain Ruff conducts ex- 
tensive pre-flight post-flight psychiatric 
and psychological evaluation of all 
prospective MANHIGH pilots. 

Psychophysiological studies will in- 
volve a study of bodily reaction to emo- 
tional stress. Alertness and initiative 
will be evaluated by the number and 
quality of observations he makes with- 
out direction from ground personnel, The 
usefulness of monitoring skin resistance 
and body temperatures also will be eval- 
uated. 

The test subject’s heart rate will be 
closely checked as an electrocardiagram 
periodically records heart data to study 





physiological reaction. Respiratory rates 
and urine samples will assist in deter- 
mining stress reaction, 

In preparation for the mission, the test 
subject will undergo extensive training 
including parachute jumps, pressure-suit 
indoctrination, a session in WADC’s 
Anachoic (silent) Chamber, and 24-hour 
isolation and claustrophobia tests inside 
a test capsule. 

Colonel Simons has been designated as 
Air Force Project Officer as well as 
Flight Surgeon for the third MANHIGH 
flight. Capt, Erwin R. Archibald, AFM- 
DC aviation physiologist, will serve as 
his assistant. 

Making reference to the immediate ap- 
plication of the data gathered from the 
impending flight, Colonel Simons stressed 
that “the experiment is intended to as- 
sist in laying the preliminary ground- 
work in the study of hermetically sealed 
life-support capsules for possible future 
manned satellite experiments.”

Academic Apogee 
Told At Huntsville 


The already high educational level of 
the staff, faculty and students of the 
Army Ordnance Guided Missile School 
at Redstone Arsenal, Ala., reached a 
“lofty cultural apogee” last week with 
enrollment of two classes with 45 stu- 
dents who have attended 39 universities 
and collected 40 degrees. 

A recent survey conducted by Col. 
H. S. Newhall, Commandant of the 
“Space Age Academy” showed that the 
average educational level of some 3,700 
faculty, staff and students is about two 
years of college education, Additionally, 
all students have completed Army 
courses in electronics, while most of the 
student officers have attended one or 
more advanced Ordnance Corps Courses. 

The two classes which began training 
last week are composed of “company 
grade” officers—lieutenants and captains 
—who will study guided missiles for 20 
weeks at the OGMS Officer Training 
Division. 

Colonel Newhall pointed out that all 
45 members of the new classes are Ord- 
nance Corps officers, an indication in it- 
self of the exceptionally high require- 
ments of the branch of the Army that 
is responsible for developing, providing 
and maintaining the fantastic new weap- 
ons of the space age. 


Five of the new students are gradu- 
ates of Purdue University, and others 
range globally from West Point to the 
University of California at Los Angeles 
to the University of Berlin, Germany. 
Most are graduate engineers in several 
fields such as electrical, mechanical and 
in physics.

Officer Study Study 
Is Completed

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Seventh Army Is 
15 On 11 July 


The Seventh Army, major NATO land 
force in Western Europe, observes its 
15th anniversary on 11 July. 

A decade and a half ago, aboard troop- 
ships off the coast of Axis-held Sicily, 
Seventh Army was Officially activated un- 
der the command of General George S. 
Patton, jr. 

Its mission: the invasion and conquest 
of Sicily. General Patton and his men 
finished the assignment in 38 days. 

Later, led by General Alexander Patch, 
the Seventh swept up through southern 
France, across the Rhine and into the 
heart of Germany. By the end of the war 
Seventh Army elements had reached the 
Alps of northern Italy. 

Today’s Seventh Army has a defensive 
job. Stationed along several hundred 
miles of West Germany—Iron Curtain 
border, the Seventh forms the keystone 
of NATO land defense, anchoring the 
eastern perimeter of Free Europe. 

On the Seventh’s flanks and in direct 
support of it are forces from England, 
France and, now, Germany, and troop 
consignments from the other NATO 
powers, 

Commanded by Lt. Gen. Clyde D. Eddle- 
man, Seventh Army stands today as the 
free world’s only “Pentomic” army, capa- 
ble of handling either an all-out war or 
a “brushfire” skirmish, 

Redesigned along atomic era lines, the 
“Pentomic” Seventh has eliminated regi- 
ments within its three infantry divisions 
and replaced them with battle groups, 
five to a division. These compact, mobile 
“BG’s” (as the line troopers have dubbed 
them) are a smaller target of opportu- 
nity for enemy atomic weapons, they can 
fight independent actions on the fluid 
fields of battle predicted in the event of 
another large-scale war and they are able 
to muster tremendous fire power, far 
greater than any American WW II or 
Korean War regiment. 

Two armored divisions (the 3d and 4th), 
two infantry divisions (the 3d and 8th) 
and one—the U. S. Army’s only one— 
composite infantry division (the 24th) 
form the bulk of Seventh Army’s combat 
troops. 

The 24th, reactivated in southern Ger- 
many on 1 July from elements of the 
inactivated 11th Airborne Division, con- 
sists of three infantry battle groups and 
two airborne infantry battle groups. This 
is the first time such units have been 
linked together in one division. 

The Seventh is the largest and most 
powerful field army ever maintained by 
the U. S. in time of peace,

Space Age Materials 


More than 1,000 key military and civil- 
ian scientists and engineers gathered in 
Dallas 9 July for a two-day meeting to 
seek ways and means of developing 
super materials for space age vehicles 
and components. 

Sponsored by the Air Force’s Air 
Research and Development Command 
(ARDC), the Materials Technical Sym- 
posium was offered by ARDC’s Deputy 
Commander for Research and Develop- 
ment, Maj. Gen. Marvin C. Demler. 

Pointing out the need for military and 
civilian cooperation to meet the space 
age challenge, General Demler said, “The 
scope of the materials problem... is so 
broad and complex that only by the com- 
bined efforts of the civilian scientific and 
industrial community, which you gentle- 
men represent, and our military research 
and development agencies, can we hope 
to assist in achieving our national de- 
fense goals.” 

The first ARDC Materials Technical 
Symposium was held in Cincinnati in 
1956 which inaugurated an Air Force pro- 
gram to inform industry and research 
agencies of present materials problem 
areas and anticipated problem areas 
basic to weapon systems planned for as 
far as 15 years in advance. 

As aircraft and missiles go higher, far- 
ther, and faster under all the adverse con- 
ditions inside and outside the atmosphere, 
they must be built of lighter, stronger 
and longer-lasting materials. 

With these goals in mind delegates at 
the 1958 ARDC Materials Technical Sym-

posium are hearing general addresses on 
such topics as Space Environment, Pro- 
pulsion Materials, Structural Materials, 
Special Purpose Materials, Electronic 
Materials, Basic Research in Materials 
and allied subjects. 


The 1903 Wright Flyer’s materials were 
spoken of in terms of wood, cloth and 
bailing wire. Materials for today’s and 
tomorrow’s craft are spoken of in terms 
of beryllium, ceramics, cermets, plastics, 
titanium, graphites, aluminum, magne- 
sium and elastomers. Each of these sub- 
jects plus 35 others are being discussed 
in detail in panel sessions. 


Comprehensive meetings, such as the 
ARDC Materials Technical Symposium, 
between civilian and military representa- 
tives of the scientific community point 
the way to the advent of new and exotic 
materials which in turn will permit man 
someday to travel in space. 

Project Officer for the 1958 symposium 
is Lt. Col. Frank E. Brandeberry of 
Wichita Falls, Texas. Colonel Brande- 
berry, a veteran of over 16 years in the 
Air Force, is Chief of the Materials 
and Equipment Division, Headquarters 
ARDC. 

The colonel and his staff spent weeks 
in the planning and management of this 
exhaustive meeting to assure its success.

Corps Officers Shift: Clarifies ‘Knowledge’ 


The U. S, Court of Military Appeals 
has warned military lawyers not to con- 
fuse the legal concepts of “constructive 
knowledge” and “actual knowledge by 
circumstantial evidence” in cases under 
Article 92, Section 2 of the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice. 

In deciding the case of U. S. v Curtin, 
the Court pointed out that proof of con- 
structive knowledge alone is not sufficient 
for conviction under the second section 
of Article 92. This article allows punish- 
ment of any person subject to the Code 
who “having knowledge of any other law- 
ful order issued by a member of the 
Armed Forces, which it is his duty to 
obey, fails to obey the order.” 

Constructive knowledge, which may not 
be used to prove offenses under this arti- 
cle, exists when an accused, by the ex- 
ercise of ordinary care, should have 
known of the matter, whether or not he 
did so in fact. 

Actual knowledge by circumstantial 
evidence, the Court said, may be used to 
convict persons under Article 92 (2). 

In its detailed decision on the point, 
the Court restated its rule that knowledge 
of orders issued by major military com- 
mands may be presumed in all Article 
92 cases. 

As a result of this reasoning, the Court 
set aside the conviction of Pvt. Robert 
E. Curtin, USA, for possession of liquor 
in an enlisted barracks in violation of 
post regulations. The regulations had 
been posted on the accused’s unit bulle- 
tin board and had been explained in unit 
orientation lectures. 

Under these circumstances, the Court 
said that knowledge of the liquor regu- 
lations could not be presumed, but had 
to be proved in fact, or by circumstantial 
evidence so that the court could “rea- 
sonably infer’ the existence of actual 
knowledge.
